Havana, Dec. 20. — Since the arr'val 
hero lust night of Clip tain General Mar- 
tinez de Campos from Matanzas, the 
-omniander of the Spanish forces in 
Cuba has been in frequent conference 
with leading military and naval officials 
here, civil authorities and the leaders of 
different political parties. 

News from the front seems to be in- 
terrupted both by rail and telegraph, or 
in any ease no information is obtainable 
concerning the movements of the insur- 
gents to-day. This was the state of 
affairs late this afternoon, and although 
the Captain General upon his 
arrival here announced that the 
Spanish troops in Matanzas occupied ad- 
vantageous positions and that the 
Cubans would cither be compelled to 
fight a pitched battle in that province or 
surrender. It is not generally believed 
here that the march of Gomez and 
Maceo upon Havana has been completely 
stopped and that they are in retreat, lii 
support of this it is said that if Gomez 
and Maceo were really retreating the 
government would not be slow 
in making public every item of 
news obtainable concerning this 
feature of the hitherto triumphant 
march of insurgents from the province 
of Puerto Principe through Santa Clara, 
into the province of Matanzas and to 
the vicinity of the borders of the pro- 
vince of Havana in spite of numerous 
columns of Spanish troops in the terri- 
tory traversed. The hint news of the 
movements of the Spanish columns was 
that they were heading for Quanabana, 
the last headquarters evacuated by 
Campos, situated near Matanzas. The 
fact is also that many announce- 
ments of the defeat and retreat 
of the insurgents have been made, 
and it will require strong information 
to make anybody here believe it to be a 
fact. When the insurgents lirst entered 
Santa Clara it was announced they had 
been defeated with great loss and hud 
retreated across the border. The next 
news received from the front was that 
the Cuban army was threatening Place- 
tos, more than half way between the 
border and the capital, Santa Clara, 
and since then they have appar- 
ently pushed onward with little or 
no interruption. On the other hand, 
Campos has actually retreated from 
Santa Clara to Cienfuegos, Palmillas, 
Colon, Jovellanos, Guanaba, Matanzas, 
and finally to Havana. The absence of 
news of the movements of the insur- 
gents is causing some anxiety among 
friends here; but they claim that Gomez 
and Maceo are in possession of the 
railroads and telegraph lines, and that 
it was with difficulty that Campos suc- 
ceeded in reaching Havana last night. 

Active preparations are being 
made here for the defence of 
the city and for forwarding to 
the front all the troops which can 
be spared. It is understood the Span- 
ish columns in the rear of the insur- 
gent army have been ordered to concen- 
trate as quickly as possible about the 
frontier of Matanzas, and every effort is 
to be made to prevent the re- 
treat of the Chilians into Santa 
Clara. While these preparations 
are being made to apparantly stop 
the insurgents from escaping back into 
Santa Clara, the land fortifications of 



Havana are receiving attention day and 
night. A number of additional earth- 
works have been thrown up and these 
are being completed and supplied 
with guns as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Theiniuazinesare being plentifully 
supplied with ammunition and the out- 
posts of the Spanish troops around 
Havana are being strengthened. 
Throughout the night and all day there 
has been an air of hurry and anxiety 
about the different headquarters here 
which does not seem to indicate that the 
Bupremc authorities are satisfied that 
the insurgents are retreating and if 
military activity goes for anything the 
most determined efforts are being made 
to prevent a surprise. 

The insurgents, when last heard from, 
were well to the westward of Matanzas 
and threatening the capture of the rail- 
way lines. Shortly afterwards all news 
from the front was suddenly shut off and 
ti few hours later the Captain-General 
arrived here, after having been driven 
from town to town before the victorious 
insurgents. There is considera- 
ble speculation here as to the 
actual number of men under 
command of Gomez and Maceo. The 
highest estimates place it at 12,000 men, 
wdiile the lowest estimate is 0,000. It is 
to he presumed, however, that Gomez 
and Maceo may have 10,000 men, as 
they are known to have been joined by 
large numbers since entering the prov- 
ince of Matanzas. The insurgents have 
also been plentifully supplied with 
ammunition, said to have been stored 
for their use at different points and hid- 
den for months past. 

In order to enable as many troops as 
possible to be sent to the front all the 
marines and sailors who could be spared 
from the Spanish fleet, have been landed 
and the former are now doing duty as 
artillerymen wherever their services are 
needed. The volunteers are under arms 
and every male inhabitant capable of 
doing active serviceor finding somebody 
else to do it for him has been 
or is being called upon to bear 
arms. A conservative estimate of 
the force at dictation here of the 
captain general estimates that he has 
20,000 regulars and about 40,000 volun- 
teers. But the Spanish regulars and 
volunteers are scattered over a large ex- 
panse of forts and fortifications com- 
posing the defences of Havana, 
and when the brilliant achieve- 
ment of Gomez and Maceo in 
passing through the many Spanish 
columns, said to number from 40,000 to 
80,000 men, in the provinces of Sunta 
Clara and Matanzas is taken into con- 
sideration, there is some justification for 
the belief of the friends of the insurgent 
cause that it will not be long before 
Gomez and Maceo are outside of Havana. 
This, however, is ridiculed by the Span- 
ish authorities here, who claim that the 
insurgents' movement has received a de- 
cided check.

Constantinople, Dec. 2(5. — The repre- 
sentatives of the powers have entered a 
protest before the commission which 
controls the execution of the reforms, 
and Sir Philip Currie, the British am- 
bassador, has demanded the immediate 
recall of the Kadi of Moosh, who is ac- 
cused of inciting the Mussulmans to dis- 
turbances. 

It is reported from Marash that slight 
disturbances have occurred between the 
Mussulmans and Christians. 

Advices from the Island of Crete say 
there have been no fresh disturbances 
there. 

Advices from Beyrout report a severe 
tight between Turkish troops and Druses 
near Zurtch. The Druses lost 1,220 
killed, while only 70 Turks wore killed 
and 50 wounded. 

Rome, Dec. dispatch from Al- 

eppo says that the town of Zeitoun, 
which has been held by the insurgent 
Armenians for some time has been cap- 
tured by the Turkish troops. The in- 
habitants fled to the mountains. 

London, Dec. 20. — The Daily News has 
a minutely detailed letter describing the 
Kharput massacre, the writer of which 
declares that die evidence leaves no 
doubt that there was a well understood 
plan, ordered directly from the Yildiz 
palace, to plunder and burn all the Am- 
erican buildings, and to render the 
further stay of the missionaries impos- 
sible.

Kver since Mr. .J itatice Drake dis- 
solved the Injunction restraining the 
Canadian Pacific Railway from entering 
upon the lands of the Kaslo & Slocan 
company at Sandon, tho representatives 
of the former company have been prose- 
cuting the work of construction, with 
little or no regard for the rights of the 
narrow gauge road. A warehouse was 
erected across the old wagon road, and a 
plank road built on stilts, for its 
own convenience, completely shutting 
oil' all access to the new building erected 
by Messrs. Giegorich and Byers, by per- 
mission of the Kaslo it Slocan company. 
A station and freight building for the 
use of the Canadian Pacific was also be- 
ing built on lands of the narrow gauge 
road, and was in a forward state. This 
condition of tilings could not last, and 
the local managing director of the nar- 
row gauge road resolved to put an end 
to it. 

Early on Monday morning, shortly 
after midnight, an engine of the Kaslo 
& Slocan road rolled into Sandon as 
noieelessly as possible, without a head- 
light, and with no screeching announce- 
ment of its coming. From out the 
passenger coach attached to it 
Quickly came some thirty-live or 
forty strong fellows fully equipped with 
axes, sledges, picks and crow burs. Two 
bunk cars of the broad gauge road were 
loosened and with their sleeping occu- 
pants run uiioii a siding of their own 
road. Then the fun began. The ware- 
house across the wag: m road was de- 
molished. The elevated plank road torn 
up and scattered and the rails, spikes 
and fishplates dumped over to their own 
ground. It did not take long to accom- 
plish the work, and the train returned to 
Kaslo with its crew in time for an early 
breakfast. 

On Tuesday morning, by the regular 
train, another crew was sent out, which, 
as soon as it arrived at .Sandon, offen- 
sive operations were begun against the 
remaining building. Sledges and ham- 
mers rattled against the outside and 
the inside, not the leant effective work 
being done by the managing director 
himself, sledge in hand, and vigorously 
wielded. The work was slow, and 
quicker means of demolition wore soon 
devised. A hawser was run through one 
dormer window and out another, and 
then around the end of the house. 
.Securely fastened the end was made to 
the locomotive standing on an adjacent 
track, the lever was pulled, steam was 
let into the cylinders, the engine moved, I 
and with it the building, which toppled | 
over a complete wreck. The work was 
done.

The whistlf of the large engine of the 
X. & S. was now heard, and shortly 
afterwards the train came into the yard".

At Sandon the feeling seemed to be 
that the K. A S. people were in the 
right, but at Die same time it was 
thought that some arrangement might 
easily have been arrived at which would 
have" prevented the destruction of so 
much valuable property. 

The whole case will now doubtless be 
fought out in the courts and the lawyers 
engaged will have plenty of work before 
it is finally settled. 



GOLDEN ALIJERNI. 

Another New Creek Found— Tlic Latest Dis- 
covery or Free Gold— Scheme to Sup- 
ply Albreni With Water. 

Ai.iiiutNi, Dec. 25. — (Special) — A pros- 
pector reports the discovery of a new 
creek two miles west of Coleman creek on 
which general ledges of heavily mineral- 
ized rock were found. He took up 
several claims in the interest of himself 
and friends, and intends to have the 
ledges thoroughly prospected early in 
the coming year. 

The notice of a private bill for the 
right to supply water for power and 
other purposes has created much in- 
terest here and is being widely dis- 
cussed. Water for domestic and other 
purposes is obtained by the people 
of the upper town from wells, but 
the supply is limited and in dry weather 
uncertain". Two miles below the pres- 
ent town there is another townsite 
known as the Millsite, where the supply 
of water is not only uncertain in the 
summer, hut is never good. 

Some time ago it was reported that 
the company who own the Millsite pro- 
posed to bring watei on the flat from 
Rogers creek, but the idea seems to have 
been abandoned for the largerand better 
scheme foreshadowed in the application. 

Free gold specimens have been brought 
in from a hill six miles nearer Alberni 
than Mineral hill. The finder says the 
ledge is twenty inches wide. The rock 
is very rich.

Port Towsbbki), Hoc. 26.— (Special) — 
The Northern Pacific Bteamahip Strath- 
nevis arrived in port hist night after a 
most notable voyage. When within ten 
miles of Cape Flattery on Monday last 
and the 210 people aboard were rejoicing 
over theiralmoat miraculous escape from 
a dreadful maritime disaster, the two 
steed hawsers used by the Australian 
steamship Miowera to tow the Oriental 
liner parted. 

Theru in the trough of the sea, facing 
a howling gale from the westward and 
drifting slowly hut surely toward cer- 
tain disaster and probable death on the 
lee shore of the Washington coast, lay 
the StrathnevU, her machinery utterly 
powerless and the small sails on her fore 
and aft masts torn into shreds. The ex- 
perience was so sudden, so wholly un- 
expected and so terrible that many of 
the passengers were almost paralyzed 
with fear. Then the Miowera 
after having nobly stood by the Strath- 
nevis for five days, disappeared from 
view like a phantom, and though long 
and continuous blasts of the whistle were 
sounded no response came. At once the 
terrible apprehension

The captain of the rescuing steamer 
had assured Capt. Pattie that he would 
stand by to the last and if he was unable 
to prevent the ship going ashore, would 
take oil' the passengers and crew. Then, 
again, the fuel on board the Miowera 
was about exhausted and the captain 
sent word to the Strathnevis that lie had 
not enough to make the run to the col- 
onies and would he forced to return to 
Victoria to coal up. All of these circum- 
stances, together with the fact that at 
the time she let go, the vessels wereabout 
20 miles from Cape Flattery, and if 
she had been unable to find 
the China steamer again the first act 
would have been to run to Tatoosh 
island and telegraph for assistance, 
increased the apprehensions for her. 
That was Monday afternoon, the time 
the steamer City of Puebla passed up 
the coast from San Francisco for Puget 
Sound ports. 

The opinion prevails generally that 
the haw.'er became entangled in the pro- 
peller of the Miowera and she became a 
helpless craft upon a stormy sea. Since 
then, however, several vessels which 
came close in along the coast have eome 
into port and they saw nothing of the 
Miowera. Then the answer naturally 
comes, it" the steamer was disabled she

as the Strathnevis and brought up along I jr 1L i e s, but she re 
the Washington coast.

In order 
to get to the propeller it was intended 
when the first smooth weather was 
reached to put all the freight forward in 
the bow, thereby tipping up the stern, 
when the propeller could have been low- 
ered by a derrick and placed in position. 
The captain and engineer thought that! 
with such a jury wheel a speed of at 
least three knots an hour could have 
been maintained. 

The Strathnevis was 06 days drifting 
about in the North Pacific ocean and en - 
ountered many severe and variable 
iived no other damage 
wheel.

A TRANSFER. 

Mr. Templeman's organ had not sense 
enough to see that Or. Montague's ap- 
pointment to the Department of Agricul- 
ture was simply a transfer and that the 
seat which he lately occupied as Secre- 
tary of State is now vacant. There is 
still a place in the ministry to which a 
minister's salary is attached waiting to 
be filled by a man from Quebec. There 
are many men in Parliament, and able 
men, too, who would rather have the 
office of Secretary of State than that of 
Minister of Agriculture, the salary of 
both positions being exactly the same. 

THAT KNOTTY QUESTION. 

The insuperable obstacle to making a 
Controller a Cabinet Minister, which 
some who considered themselves con- 
stitutional lawyers very ingeniously and 
laboriously raised, has suddenly disap- 
peared, for the two Controllers have 
beyond the shadow of a doubt been ap- 
pointed to seats in the Cabinet. .Mr. 
Wood, who is in Ontario, has been 
sworn in and lias taken his seat, and 
nothing has hindered Col. Prior from 
taking the oath of office and his seat ex- 
cept the inconvenience of making two 
journeys to Ottawa between the date; of 
his appointment and the meeting of 
Parliament. The Clerk of the Privy 
Council is the only official who is em- 
powered to administer the oath. If the 
duty could be deputed to any one in the 
Province Mr. Prior would have taken 
the oath immediately after his appoint- 
ment. 



The defeat of the Government in 
Card well was not unexpected. It was 
once represented by Mr. Dal ton Mc- 
Carthy, and he ever since his defection 
from the Conservative party has been 
nursing that constituency. It will bo 
remembered that almost as soon as he 
quarrelled with the Conservatives he de- 
lied the Government to vacate the seat 
for Cardwell so as to afford him an op- 
portunity of showing which was the 
stronger in that county, he or the Gov- 
ernment. The test came sooner than 
was expected, and Mr. McCarthy has 
been victorious. We do not think that 
either he or the people of Canada will 
gain much by the victory. 

The small vote polled by the Liberals 
shows thai Mr. Launer does not stand 
very high in the esteem of the electors 
of Ontario. Mr. Henry, t lie Liberal 
candidate, did even worse in Cardwell 
than Mr. Gillespie did in North On- 
tario. If these two elections are to be 
considered as indicating the strength of 
the Liberals in Ontario, the conviction 
must be that they were never weaker 
than they are at this moment. Mr. 
Gillespie was within forty votes of losing 
his deposit, and Mr. Henry did not come 
near saving his. This result was not 
apprehended by the Liberal party. The 
Ottawa correspondent of the Halifax 
Chronicle, who, if we mistake not, is an 
authority in matters political with the 
Grit organ of this city, represents a 
member of the Reform Club as saying: 
" If the Patrons and McCarthyites 
imagine that the great Liberal party 
of Canada is going to leave the contest- 
ing of the constituencies to either of 
them or to both combined they make a 
mistake." The correspondent then goes 
on to state that Mr. Keatherstone, M.P. 
for Peel, who was at the time in Ottawa 
and intended before he returned home 
to lend Mr. Henry a hand, " thinks that 
he will be returned at the head of the 
poll." This, of course, was a bit of Grit 
bounce, said and circulated to keep the 
Liberals in heart. Hut, admitting this, 
it is not likely that Mr. Keatherstone or 
any other Ltoeral believed that Mr. 
Henry would not be able to save his de- 
posit. There is a great deal of difference 
between being at the head of the poll 
and getting only 514 votes out of a total 
of 3,336 "ballots cast.

In old 
days, as we recollect, Mr. Bright said 
(cheers). " Yes, do not let us forget to 
praise the great men of our fathers that 
begot us." Mr. Bright said that Lord 
Salisbury was a man of a good deal of 
haughty unwisdom. I am hound to 
say that I think that Lord Salisbury has 
to r. considerable extent purged himself 
of that unfortunate quality, and he ap- 
pears to be pursuing a prudent and cir- 
cumspect policy. lie is a minister who 
knows the diplomatic ground thor- 
oughly, and though he sometimes says 
rather unwise things, I am bound to say 
1 believe that in the present crisis he is 
not likely to do unwise things. 

When a political opponent — one of the 
ablest of Mr. Gladstone's and Lord Rose- 
bery's colleagues — has st'ch confidence 
as this in the Prime Minister it may be 
imagined how he is regarded by the in- 
telligent men of the nation who have 
not been actively engaged in politics. 
They all believe that the honor of the 
I British nation is safe in Lord Salisbury's 
j hands: that he will deal with the 
United States Government and every 
other Government as becomes the ruler 
of a people who, while they are ready to 
accord to all countries, weak as well as 
strong what they believe to be their 
rights, will not permit any nation to 
bully them out of what they are con-

YVARS AND HUMORS OF WARS. 

The war talk has not ceased in the 
Tinted States ; but it is not so boisterous 
as it was a few (lays ago. Our neighbors 
are waking up to the fact that they are 
very far indeed from being in a position 
to go to war. They have neither an 
army nor a navy that can begin to cope 
with those of any first-class power, and 
their cities on the Atlantic and Pacific 
seaboards are completely defenceless. 
Then the condition of their finances is 
; deplorable.. Their revenue for the 
last two years has not been 
.sufficient to meet the expendi- 
: ture, and it is calculated that there 
will be at the close of the current year a 
third deficit. The aggregate of the de- 
ficit for the three years will amount to 
the immense sum of $120,000,000. Then 
the currency id' the country is in a de- 
plorable condition. The business of the 
; United States on account of the un- 
\ reliableness of the currency has for the 
1 last three years or so been kept on the 
" ragged edee." No one knew when a 
crisis would be precipitated and the 
\ bn : iness men id' the country forced to 
face a terrible financial cyclone. Dis- 
aster has only been averted by the 
courage and forethought id' the Presi- 
dent who was opposed and thwarted at 
every step by a gang of politicians who 
seem not to care- what happens to the 
country as long as their pocketB are well 
lined or their hobbies adopted by the 
representatives of the people. 

A country in such a state as this is not 
in a position to go to war, and there are 
many Americans who say so frankly. 
They believe that their country would 
perhaps be victorious in the end ; but 
they are sure that in the first year or so 
of the war they would lose vastly more 
than they could by any possibility gain 
by subsequent successes. 

The Messrs. Cramp, shipbuilders 
for the United States Government, when 
asked how iong it would bo before they 
could build a few battleships, refused to 
give anyone not in authority a definite 
answer. But others not so cautious said 
that it would be at least eighteen months 
before two battleships could be built 
and armed ready to take part in a war. 
An active and well-prepared enemy in 
those eighteen months or two years 
would be able to do so badly defended a 
country an immense amount of harm. 

Tho British, both in Great Britain 
and Canada, have not been greatly ex- 
cited by President Cleveland's warlike 
message.

ONLY SIMPLE JUSTICE. 



That Is What the Dominion Govern- 
ment Wish to Give the Mani- 
toba Minority. 



Col. Prior's Plain Statement of the 
Case to the Spring' Ridge 
Meet ing. 



A Message From the Minister of 
Justice About That Cab- 
inet Position. 



Lust night the electors had an oppor- 
tunity of again hearing Hon. E. G. 1'iior 
speak on Dominion polities, it being the 
second of the series of meetings adver- 
tised to take place in his interest, and 
held at the Oddfellows' hall, Spring 
Ridge. 

Mr. J. P. Burgess being chosen chair- 
man, introduced Hon. Mr. Prior and re- 
marked briefly that as the Dominion 
government had offered British Colum- 
bia cabinet representation in the person 
of Col. Prior, the interests of the pro- 
vince would be best served by re-electing 
that gentleman. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Prior in opening said that 
all he asked of the electors in the coining 
contest was to come and hear him. lie 
was not afraid to express his views and 
had not the least desire to get in under 
false pretences. lie assured theelectors 
that for any statement of fact that he 
gave them he could show chapter and 
verse. He noticed that the Times was 
coming down to personal attacks on 
him, for he saw in it that evening a 
paragraph which read "Col. Prior is 
afraid of discussion." Now he believed 
everyone who knew him would give him 
credit for not being afraid to speak out 
his mind — so the Times had no right to 
say that. The Times also went on to 
say that he was afraid to attend the op- 
position meeting though he had been 
invited. He would say that they never 
had the civility to invite him, except by 
putting an advertisement in the papers. 
The opposition knew very well ttiat he 
had meetings of his own to attend 
every available night and had 
no time to go to theirs. He was 
also accused of discourtesy in 
not asking the opposition speakers to 
come to his meetings. Now that was an 
old election dodge that had been played 
out in the East long ago. To have a 
joint meeting of both parties on the 
platform at once might he " fun for the 
boys," but was not of much use other- 
wise. The Times also stated : 

"The most remarkable scheme by or for 
the Colonel is the engagement of Kairall's 
hall lit Victoria West, apparently for the 
purpose of preventing its use by the oppo- 
sition for a meeting there. The hull has 
been taken for two weeks on ( el. Prior's 
behalf and no use is made of it." 

Tins, the Colonel declared, was the 
first he had ever heard of such a thing, 
and he would not have this or any other 
ball held on his behalf to prevent 
discussion, for he believed in 
giving everyone a fair chance 
and letting the best man win. 
Here was another statement he saw in 
the Times: "Col. Prior is very likely 
deceived himself over this matter, and 
may honestly believe he has been given 
a rank from which the law seems to de- 
bar a controller." This is the same 
kind of thing tiie Times has been saying 
for the last two weeks. He could say 
that he had enough confidence in Sir 
Mackenzie Howell and the cabinet to 
give them credit for knowing more about 
the subject than a Times reporter. Is it 
likely that Sir Mackenzie Powell would 
sink so low that for the purpose of gain- 
ing an election he should have the base- 
ness to deceive them with a falsehood? 
The latest evidence of the silliness of the 
story that he is not to be a member of 
the cabinet, he would read in the shape 
of a telegram received to-day from the 
Minister of Justice : 

" Ottawa, Dec. 'M. 
" Hon. E. G. Prior, Victoria. 

" His Excellency informed me last 
night that he had signed a minute of 
council approving of your appointment 
as a member of the Cabinet and Privy 
Council. 

" Chas. HlBllERT Tci'PEB." 

Was it reasonable to suppose after all 
these telegrams that he was not a cab- 
inet minister? Let them think it out 
tor themselves. He mot one man who 
refused to believe he was a cabinet min- 
ister, and asked why? replied, "Because 
the Times says so." (Laughter.) 

The opposition had come forward 
through "pure cussednoss " this time, 
but he was sure that the majority of the 
people, now that the opportunity had 
come to have a Cabinet Minister for 
British Columbia, will not be so blind 
to their interests as to think of trying to 
knock him out. His election he con- 
sidered would establish the precedent 
for all time, ami whichever party is in 
power British Columbia will be rocog-

nized us entitled to a minister in the 
Dominion cabinet. (Great applause.) 
The opposition are bringing in extra- 
neous issues and the Manitoba school 
question to attempt his defeat. He was 
able to explain, perhaps in more homely 
language than a lawyer would use, what 
this Manitoba school question is. 
They had heard a great deal during the 
past few days about " coercion," — that 
the Dominion government were iroing to 
coerce Manitoba into having separate 
schools. The opposition stated that 
Manitoba, like other provinces, has a 
supreme right to legislate on all matters 
relating to education, and there- 
fore the Dominion has no right 
to interfere; that this is a 
flagrant attempt to invade provincial 
rights and thus all the provinces should 
stand shoulder to shoulder to oppose it. 

In 1867 when Upper and Power Can- 
ada, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
were joined the B. N. A. act was passed 
by the Dominion and also by the Im- 
perial government, and agreed upon by 
the provinces. Section l).'i of the B. X. 

A. act reads: " In and for eacli province 
the legislature may exclusively make 
laws in relation to education subject and 
according to the following provisions: 
(1.) Nothing in any such law shall 
prejudicially affect any right or privilege 
with respect to denominational schools 
which any class of persons have by law 
in the province at the union. " This 
said distinctly that these rights and 
privileges in regard to education, to be 
protected, must be had by law. Now 
since the union no trouble has arisen in 
tiuebec or Ontario on this score, but 
Protestants and Catholics had all got 
along well together and . had never 
asked to have the arrangement 
altered. In New Brunswick live 
or six years after confederation the 
Roman Catholic minority demanded 
separate schools, but this the Privy 
Council refused them on the ground 
that the minority could not prove that 
they possessed the right to separate 
schools by law before confederation. 
The Privy Council also held 
that separate schools established 
and existing by " positive legal enact- 
ment" before the union hail a right to 
protection, but not otherwise. This was 
exactly the same as it was in British 
Columbia to-day. There were no separ- 
ate schools in British Columbia prior to 
union, there are none now and there 
need never be, for no minority here, Pro- 
testant or Catholic, has the right to ap- 
peal. Education in British Columbia is 
entirely in the hands of the legislature 
and there is, only one way that separate 
schools can be established here — by the 
British Columbia legislature. 

Now about Manitoba. Manitoba 
joined the Dominion about the same 
time us British Columbia. They had 
separate schools tlx're before confedera- 
tion and 'until 1800. Why had she I 
them? Simply because the constitution I 
of Manitoba was essentially different on 
educational subjects to those of the other 
provinces. The Orits, however, are 
very careful not to mention this. Mani- 
toba had these separate schools prior to 
confederation, not by law but by prac- 
tice. Whilst in the other provinces the 

B. X.A. act is the sole constitution Mani- 
toba has a separate act — the Manitoba 
Act — confirmed in 1S70 by the Imperial j 
parliament. In this act section 23 is 
nearly the same as the B.N. A. act. ex- 
cept that sub-section 1 reads: 

" Nothing in any such law shall pre- | 
judicially affect any right or privilege 
with respect to denominational schools 
which any class of persons have by law 
on pbactick in the province at the 
union. 

" (2). An appeal shall lie to the Gov- 
ernor-General -in-Council from any act 
or decision of the legislature of the pro- 
vince, or of any provincial authority, 
affecting any right or privilege of the 
Protestant or Roman Catholic minority 
of the Queen's subjects in relation to 
education." 

These two vital words " or practice " 
made the difference between the Mani-j 
toba act and the B.X.A. act. The Privy 
Council held that separate schools did 
exist in Manitoba before confederation [ 
" by practice" but not " by law." In j 
1871 a school act was passed in Mani- 
toba giving separate schools to the prov- 
ince by law and providing for a division j 
of the grant, separate superintendents j 
for Roman Catholics and Protestants, j 
and giving Protestants and Roman j 
Catholics pro rata representa- 
tion on the school board. 
This continued in force till 1800, when 
a new school act was passed, which did 
away with separate schools. The Privy 
council held when the appeal was made 
to them by the minority that the act 
was intra vires, but an infringement of 
the rights of the ininoiity. The Privy 
council in their judgment said : 

"The sole question to be determined

is whether a right or privilege which 
the R. C. minority previously enjoyed 
has been affected by the legislation 
of 18!)0. Their Lordships are unable to 
see how this question can receive any 
but an affirmative answer." 

The Privy Council decideil that an 
appeal did lie and that the minority 
had ii right to have their rights given 
back to them. It this right of appeal 
had been disregarded by the Dominion 
government there would have been a 
gross miscarriage of injustice. (Ap- 
plause.) Manitoba was pressed time 
and again by the Dominion government 
to settle the matter herself, but for live 
years has steadily refused to do 
it. The Dominion government has 
never attempted to coerce or made 
use of any language that could possibly 
be construed into meaning coercion. 

This order-in-eouneil though received 
by the Premier of Manitoba was never 
shown to the legislature for a long time, 
but they were led to believe that the 
language used was most imperative. In 
regard to the appeal the Privy Council 
says as follows: li Their Lordships have 
decided that the Governor-General-in- 
Couneil has jurisdiction and that the 
appeal is well founded, but the particular 
course to be pursued must be deter- 
mined by the authorities to whom it has 
been committed by the statute. It is 
not for this tribunal to intimate the 
precise steps to be taken; their 
general character is sufficiently defined 
by subsec. 8, sec. 22, Manitoba Act." 

Some say the government need not 
have interfered or could have given a 
decision against it, hut it would have 
been disgraceful for any government to 
be too weak kneed to carry out the law. 
How about the ease of Protestants in 
Quebec? Suppose its Roman Catholic 
government passed a law doing 
away witli separate schools. The 
minority would at once appeal. 
If the Dominion government took 
no notice of the appeal what would 
the people of Ontario or British Colum- 
bia say? What would become of the 
Protestant minority if the Dominion 
government was swayed by cries of " Let 
Quebec alone. Don't try and coerce 
Quebec. Hands off. Provincial rights," 
etc., and refused to restore the, rights of 
the Protestant minority? Would not 
everybody, Jew and Gentile, insist on the 
government carrying out the law? Why 
not then have the same to-day for the 
Roman Catholic minority of Mani- 
toba? Mr. Prior read the speech 
of Hon. Mr. Foster at Brace- 
bridge, Out., in which he said: 
" Remember the Protestant minority in 
Quebec and let culm justice prevail." 
Senator Mclnnes' argument that Sir 
John Thompson should have disallowed 
the act of 1800 did not sound very well 
coming from a man who posed as a 
champion of provincial rights. He 
(Senator Mclnnes) had blamed the gov- 
ernment for not ruthlessly sweeping 
away a bill that contained many good 
provisions, as it put all the schools un- 
der one standard of excellence and 
the teachers under one standard 
of examinations, as was the case in 
Ontario, where they have no trouble 
whatever. One of the best comments on 
this case was the following extract from 
an interview with Mr. James L. Hughes, 
grand master of the Orange order of 
Ontario West. He says: 

'• I do not believe their calm judg- 
ment will lead them to endorse Mr. 
Clarke Wallace's action. Honest ( •range- 
men will want the government to treat 
the Roman Catholics in Manitoba 
exactly as Protestants should be 
treated in case Roman Catholics were in 
the majority instead of the minority. 
Do unto others as you would they 
should do unto you." 

One thing is certain — and that is that 
whatever tin provisions of the bill are 
it will insist on schools being under t he 
strict control of the province and that 
equal education will be given to children 
of both creeds. These are my opinions, 
and 1 ask you as reasonable men to 
think calmly over the matter and see 
whether you do not think it right that 
justice should be meted out to one and 
all alike. (Applause.) 

Addresses were delivered in support of 
Hon. Mr. Prior by Mr. K. A. Lewis, Mr. 
K. Crow Baker, Mr. Karle, M.P. ; Mr. R. 
I'. Rithet, M.P. P. ; Mr. Herbert Cuth- 
bert and Mr. Thomas Haughton. 

On motion of Mr.H. Dallas Heltneken, 
M.P.P., seconded by Mr. Snider, a reso- 
lution was passed without a dissenting 
voice, " That we pledge our support to 
secure the return of Hon. Mr. Prior on 
January 11."

VICTORIA FREE TRADERS. 

To the Eon-oil :— I would like to have 
a plain statement from any one of the 
so-called free traders of Victoria as to 
what they mean by " free trade." At 
the last election it was unrestricted re- 
ciprocity with the States. That is to 
say, we were to adopt, the United States 
tariff, a higher one than our own, and 
to have that tariff changed as often as 
congress pleased, without our being con- 
sulted on the matter. That may sound 
like free trade to the Times and Mr. 
Marchant — to men of sense it would 
mean slavery. 

The next make-belief is a revenue tar- 
iff. Now, sir, if these so-called free 
traders would sit down quiet- 

j ly, and study political economy, 
they would find a revenue tar- 
iff must be protective in its operation.

A public meeting called by Mr. Win. 
Tetnpleman was held last evening in the 
Victoria theatre, the body of which was 
well tilled before the evening was over, 
though at the advertised hour for begin- 
ning there was a great array of empty 
seats. The advertisement in the Times 
stated that " Col. Prior the government 
candidate is invited, and will be 
accorded as much time as the 
opposition candidate." This courtesy 
was acknowledged by lion. E. (i. Prior in 
a note sent by messenger to Secretary 
Bethune yesterday morning, in which be 
expressed regret that previous engage- 
ments would prevent his accepting the 
invitation thus extended. It may be 
stated that the whole series of meetings 
Col. Prior intends to hold were advertised 
upon his posters before the appearance of 
the opposition invitations. The answer 
made nvllon. Mr. Prior was notreador 
announced to the meeting, though 
his absence formed a topic of criticism 
for one of the opposition speakers. The 
meeting was a thoroughly orderlv one, 
without any interruptions, and lasted 
nearly three hours. 

■vhnijt- half nn. hour after' the time 
specified Mr. J. T. Bethune, secretary of 
the Liberal Association, ushered upon th.e 
platform the following, who had been 
invited to seats there: Hon. A. N. 
Richards, Senator Mclnnes, Messrs. 
Wm. Templeman, Thos. Barnes, John 
Mucin ilhin, A. H. Scaife, Archer Mar- 
tin, R. L. Drury, D. Cartmel, VV. J. 
Manna, Win. Marchant, H. Ci. Hall, Dr. 
G. L. Milne, E. V. Bodwell. 

Hon. A. N. Richards, the appointed 
chairman, said he felt proud to preside 
over such a fine meeting as this. All he 
wished to say was that Mr. Prior's 
friends seem to think it rather strange 
that the Liberals oppose him now that 
lie has been appointed to office, hut 
when some time in the future a Liberal 
comes back for re-election upon appoint- 
ment as a minister the Conservatives 
will oppose him. He knew this, 
because in 1NG3 when he was ap- 
pointed solicitor-general with a seat 
in the cabinet, ^.John A. Macdonald came 
into the riiling to oppose him, and he 
was beaten. (Laughter.) The Con- 
servatives thought they had done a good 
thing, and now they have no reason to 
complain. " If you hear anybody say it 
is hard on Col. Prior," he concluded, 
" send them to me; I'll tell them my 
story." (Great laughter.) 

Senator Mclnnes prefaced his re- 
marks with the warning that they are 
nol to be understood as having any per- 
sonal reference to Col. Prior or Mr. 
Karle or anyone else, with whom he bus 
no quarrel. He claimed to have been 
the first advocate of British Columbia 
representation in the cabinet, eleven 
years ago, and he had kept up his efforts 
until lust July, when he wanted the 
government t° g ive t,ie portfolio of agri- 
culture to this province. If e showed 
bow the Mackenzie government had ig- 
nored British Columbia and given a 
po; tfolio to Prince Edward Island, and 
complained that now when the Conserv- 
atives have called a man from this pro- 
vince to the cabinet they haveonly made 
him controller of inland revenue. He 
denied, however, that Col. Prior is really 
in the cabinet (laughter! taking high 
constitutional ground, all authorities to 
the contrary, and holding that Col. Prior 
and Mr. Wood cannot be what they are 
— lull-Hedged cabinet ministers. He 
believed that all the telegrams from Ot- 
tawa (from Sir Mackenzie Howell, Hon. 
.). F. Wood and Dr. Bourinot were those 
he had reference to) had been ' doctored 
or sent out here for a vile purpose." He 
had sent a telegram to Dr. Bourinot at 
10 a.m. on Monday last but had not got 
a reply yet. (Laughter.) He considered 
that there was only one inference to be 
drawn — that Dr. Bourinot is under the 
thumb of the Dominion government, so 
that he dare not send it reply. " And it 
is so much the worse for Dr. Bourinot," 
be addeib " because the Dominion gov- 
ernment pays him hundreds of dollars 
every year to supply parliamentarians 
with proper rules to work by." Hecen- 
sured the government for rese.ving Mr. 
Angers' position for the Province 
of Quebec, holding that that province 
bad too many representatives in the

cabinet, and he endeavored to lead his 
audience to believe that the transfer of 
Dr. Montague from the orlice of Secre- 
tary of State to that of Ministeroi Agri- 
culture was a gift of the so-called Que- 
bec ofliee to Ontario. (He did not men- 
tion the well-known fact that a Que- 
becer is about to be appointed Secretary 
of State.) Another reason, he urged, 
why the people should reject Col. Prior 
on this occasion is that he has not asked 
for a charter for the British Pac'fic rail- 
way ! And he declared that " never 
will any aid be granted until Liberals 
get into power." 

Mr. Scaife pictured Senator Mclnnes 
its turtle soup, himself as an oyster patty 
and Mr. Templeman as the Christ- 
mas turkey. Then he "paid a 
tribute," as lie said, to Col. Prior, 
who — he felt firmly convinced — does- 
think he is a cabinet minister, though 
Mr. Scaiie predicted he would 
find out differently when he gets 
to Ottawa. (Laughter.) He felt 
sorry that so much prominence has 
been given to the dispute as to whether 
or not Col. Prior is a cabinet minister, 
because he felt that there are greater 
and broader issues; and he proceeded to 
argue that the National Policy does not 
suit the people who have so often en- 
dorsed it during the past sixteen years. 
He concluded by reading as hisown com- 
position a political parody about seven- 
teen stanzas long, the finale of which was 
greeted with vociferous applause, during 
which Mr. Scaife retired. 

rut: CANDIDATE. 

Mr. Templeman then came forward. 
His opening remarks were notes of ad- 
miration because of the presence of 
ladies at the meeting (there were three 
in one of the boxes). He apologised for 
the fact that the door of the theatre was 
not open before 7 :4f> o'clock and hoped 
that the lessee did not have it 
in bis mind which party had rent- 
ed the hall. He next dealt with 
a circular which had been distributed 
it the meeting (until the boy was put 
out) showing in parallel columns the 
facts with respect to Col. Prior's ap- 
pointment and the fiction printed day 
by day in the Times, and protested that 
though on the circular the liction is 
attributed to "Templeman in the 
Pimes," he really had not written the 
matter appearing in the Times as tele- 
grams from Ottawa. He took special 
exception to the concluding portion of 
the circular, which said — the reference 
to the methods of the "bunco steerer " 
being simply a quotation from Mr. 
Templeman 'sown newspaper, the Times : 

" Does the column of Fiction bv 
'Templeman in the Times' above 
printed, illustrate the methods of 'the 
bunco steerer ' ? 

" Does it not show how unfit a man 
like him is to represent honest peoole 
in parliament or anywhere else ? 

" Don't be steered.' " 

A, bunco steerer, Mr. Templeman con- 
tinued, »s he understands it is a man 
who OSptures some unwary countryman 
in the city and steers him to some place 
where he may be gone through by per- 
sons of a certain character, which, he 
said, is not the character Liberals or 
Conservatives give him in this city. He 
expressed regret that this campaign 
should be one of slander of any kind and 
hoped that no more documents such as 
that he had referred to would he cir- 
culated. He held it to he the duty of 
the opposition to oppose on all occasions, 
and whether Col. Prior is a full fledged 
or a half fledged cabinet minister he 
should be opposed on this occasion. He 
wished this-to be a test of public opinion 
on the issues of the day, to some of 
which he would briefly refer. The 
great, issue up to the present — 
before the appearance of the 
Manitoba school trouble — has been the 
trade policy. The Liberals advocate a 
tariff for revenue only; the Conserva- 
tives one for the protection of manufac- 
tures.

The posi- 
tion of the two parties as he understood 
it, on the school question, is that the 
Liberals stand for provincial rights, 
while the Conservatives say they stand 
by the judgment of the judicial commit- 
tee of the privy council, and will en- 
deavor to give effect to that judgment.

into the facts. It was the possible in- 
troduction of this school question which 
made him hesitate about being a can- 
didate, and he felt it would indeed be 
the leading question of the campaign. 
He did not propose to deal with this 
difficult matter at any length, as there 
were legal gentlemen of ability to follow 
him. If confederation is to be a success, 
it is the duty of politicians on both sides 
to do all in their power not to foment 
religious feuds which may not be allayed 
for many years to come, fie believed, 
however, that nine-tenths of the popula- 
tion of Manitoba are opposed to 
coercive legislation, and that if 
the Dominion parliament passes 
the promised legislation Manitoba will 
not permit it to be enforced and the 
minority there will be in a worse posi- 
tion than ever. If elected he would vote 
at Ottawa against any attempt at reme- 
dial legislation. He recognized that the 
government are in a great difficulty as 
the minority in Manitoba will no doubt 
keep up the agitation, and he believed 

that it vycuk! bz wise st."tssir.ar.ship on 

the part of the majority in Manitoba to 
do something to conciliate the minority 
without violating the principle of na- 
tional schools. While be would 
admit that there is not the 
same pretext, lie asked what could 
prevent the Dominion Government from 
turning their attention next to British 
Columbia. To show what Mr. Lander's 
position is on the school question, he 
read from the Times report, of that 
gentleman's speech at Saanich.iu which 
Mr. Laurier said it was the duty of the 
government at Ottawa to investigate the 
complaint of the minority and act ac- 
cordingly ; that the question was one of 
fact, not* of law. He held that that is 
Mr. Laurier's position to-day — that the 
government should investigate, but that 
they should pass no legislation 
of a coercive character. He promised 
to go more fully into this matter on 
another occasion, and passed on now to 
refer to the position of British Columbia 
as " the great milch cow of the Domin- 
ion." He calculated that for 1893 this 
province paid about $1,750,000 and re- 
ceived back for all purposes, about 
$1,200,000. He thought it would be a 
very excellent way to build the British 
Pacific railway to say that the people 
might guarantee the bonds or a portion 
of them if the Dominion government 
would forego this extraordinary drain 
upon them. In conclusion he asked 
those interested in bis cause to continue 
the light to the end, as he believed that 
" we will beat Col. Prior by a very large 
majority." However, whatever the re- 
sult he would abide by it with the 
greatest of pleasure, 

There being signs of a general exodus 
at this point the Chairman protested, 
" Don't go away, gentlemen, there are 
other speakers." 

Mr. K. V. Bodwell was next called 
Upon. He dwelt fluently and at great 
length upon the general principles of 
the Liberal party, and asked for support 
for their candidate only founded upon 
reason and sound sense. He extolled 
the Liberals as champions of provincial 
rights, which he held to be threatened 
by the Dominion in the case of the Man- 
itoba school question. He maintained 
that this is not a religious ques- 
tion hut a question o politics — 
pre-eminently one in which the 
majority ougiit to rule. He pictured the 
former schools of the districts where the 
complaints come from as being of an 
anti-British character, because the 
teachers were not properly qualified, mid 
because there was no proper teaching of 
Canadian or British history or proper 
text books on that subject. He believed 
Col. Prior to he a man of loyalty of the 
exuberant type, and he asked how 
as a true-hearted British subject, wear- 
ing the Queen's uniform, the Colonel 
could support a system which will pre- 
vent the children attending the schools 
from learning anything of the 
proud history of British arms, 
which he proceeded eloquently to recall. 
This argument he based on his recital 
of the state of affairs under the old sys- 
tem (which, however, the Dominion 
government does not ask to be restored, 
us mignt be inferred from such argu- 
ments*. Hecontended that the minority 
in Manitoba have made out no case, 
but that they simply establish -d 
their right to appeal to the Dominion 
government for an opinion aa statesmen 
upon the legislation complained of. He 
protested that the Dominion government 
had no right to sit as a court of justice 
to hear this appeal ; and he pronounced 
judgment that it- shall never be said 
again in Victoria that the judicial com- 
mittee of the privy council ordered the 
government to give any relief. He de- 
clared that Col. Prior wishes to go to 
Ottawa to help the Dominion parliament 
to restore the iniquitous school system 
abolished by the act of 1800. He held 
that Col. Prior, being a layman, has not 
understood the judgment, because 
he said the other evening that it cannot 
he euiled coercion to carry out the order
